have been advancing nearly three 
months. Those prices have not 
yet advanced enough in compart- 
son with the prices of other com- 
modities but the pancies 
have diminished. 

The farmers are better off than 
they were a ago. With bet- 
ter prices for their product has 
come a higher purchasing wer. 
Evidence of this is found in the 
increased sales of mall-order 
houses and in the satisfactory con- 
dition of wholesale trade. 

A glance at the record of prices 
and price movements brings much 
that is disconcerting. It is not easy 
to believe that a reduction in the 
price of pig-iron of nearly $7 is 
not a blow at prosperity. How- 
ever, the price is still $6 a ton 
higher than the low point reached 
in February, 1922. The production 
for the year will be very high but 
it will not compare evenly month 
by month. 


. BUILDING CosTs 


Bullding materials have shown 
price declines. It wil} hardly be 
contended that the price level 
reached last spring showed evi- 
dence of prosperity; hysteria is the 
better word. The price level in 
this department is high enough 
but, considering the continuation 
and persistence of the demand for 
building, it is good evidence of the 
tendency toward a better adjust- 
ment that there has been a price 
decline. 

»In the textile field came one of 
the first evidences of contraction. 
In the early summer there devel- 
oped Many reports of closed milis 
and short-time operations. In 
some respects it was most disturb- 
ing. The textile division was get- 
ting as badly out of line as the 
stock market. Buying was slow. 
Now the price of raw cotton has 
jumped. Textiles have generally 
advanced nearly 10 per cent and 
the recent small recession may be 
ignored. However, all the ele- 
ments are not favorable, but it is 
permissible to say that the textile 
lines have been coming nearer to 
an adjustment with other things. 

Thes® price fluctuations and va- 
riations have hg! their influence in 
deterthining oWaion as to the kind 
and quality of the country’s pros- 
perity. But opinion is likely to be 
narrow. The broad outlook and 
the retrospect seem to show an 
economic enthusiasm toward ra- 
tional relationships. There are 
many interferences with the free 
play of the economic forces that 
are at work. There are always in 
dividuals and groups of individuals 
who think they can assist or deter 
the operation of these forces. 


Sometimes they do: sometimes 
they fail, and oftener they merely 
disturb. 


The interfering movements are 
either general or particular 


| Among the former the tarif and 


the labor union are the best en 
amples. The interference of the 
former is fixed and the whole busi- 
ness scheme must readjust itself 
to the tariff, and again when it ts 
changed. The readjustmen. ia not 
difficult, because the changes have 
not been many or serious. Labor 
operations are quite different. 
While organized efforts for higher 
wages are continuous and effec- 
tive, the fact that labor is a com- 
modity—no matter how it ia viewed 
—permits running up wages te a 
very high point under demand re- 
inforced by organization, and 
makes corresponding reductions 
dificult because organized effort 
Nghts oversupply. 
Particular interferences are 
lustrated by the tendency toward 
co-operative marketing and 
to run up the price of wheat. by 
catastrophes like the earthquake 
in Japan and by disturbances and 


unsettioments like that in the 

Ruhr. 
But, despite both major and 

minor interferences, the price 


trend is toward a better adjust- 
ment. The movement must go 
further and it probably will.

Rivera Is Freed 
on Condition He 


Leave Country 


Librado Rivera, Mexican revolu- 
tlonist, who was convicted of viola- 
tion of the Espionage Act here in 
1918, was liberated yesterday from 
the Federal prison at Leaven- 
worth, Kan., on condition that he 
leave the United States and never 
return, according to dispatches. 
Rivera has connections of prom- 
mence in Mexico, and it is under- 
stood pleas by high officials of that 
republic obtained for him com- 
mutation of his sentence. 

Rivera was transferred to Leav- 
enworth from the Penitentiary at 
MeNeil Island August 15, 1820. 
Rivera's trial here was highly sen- 
sational and attracted much at- 
tention. It was his third sentence 
for revolution activities. He 
was caught at the Mexican border 


in 1912, after he had started a 
revolution, and sentenced to a year. 
and a half at McNeil Island, which

From the above figures one may 
eee that British India easily dom- 
inates the opium industry with a 
production of more than 7,000,000 
pounds of opium annually, valued 
roughly at $100,000,000. Turkey. 
Persia and Smyrna combined, the 
only other competing fields. pro- 
duce but $8,000,000 worth. Thus 
't is evident that the solution of 
the world problem of dope is in 


the hands of the British govern- 
ment, which can restrict or de- 
vélop the poppy-growing industry 


of both India and Persia. The 


chief argument in the ears of the 
English Parliament in favor of 
opium is the golden clink of $25,- 
000,000 annual revenue. 

Only the strongest kind of in- 
ternatiohal representations can 
succeed in abolishing the traffic tn 
the dream stuff of the poppy. 

The cultivation of the “papaver 
comniverum”™ is conducted under 
the direction of the Indian govern- 
ment. The farmer gets his license 
to grow the poppy from the Brit- 
ish, who loan him money in ad- 
vance on his crop. 

The Hindu sows the seed in No- 
vember, it flowers in early Febru- 
ary and in March it is ready to 
harvest, with poppy heads as big 
as hen'’s eggs. bursting with rich, 
creamy juice. After being treated 
thie juice is taken to factories at 
Patna and Ghazipur, where it is 
thrown into vats containing 20,000 
pounds, where it is tramped by the 


bare feet of East Indian coolies 
until it ia the proper consistency. 
Then it is made into cakes a 
wrapped in opium trash and 
packed in boxes, ed hermetic- 
ally for export. Some half a mil- 
lion pounds are sold in India to 
pipe smokers in licensed shops. 
The vice is licensed in India, Cey- 
lon, Macao, French Indo-China and 
where other subjected races are 
under the dominance of white na- 
tions. Thus the retailing of the 
stuff also becomes a source of rev- 
enue. 

In January of each year the 
British Indian government an- 
nounces the amount of opium that 
will be sold at the monthly auc- 
tione which are held at Calcutta. 
Smugglers, crooks, dope peddlers 
and legitimate manufacturers of 
opiates purchase their supplies 
here, as well as at Bushire, Con- 
stantinople, Ismid, Smyrna and 
Aleppo. 

The regular manufacturers ship 
the raw opium into such countries 
as the United States under bond, 
and the strictest Federal super- 
vision, pay the 83 a pound duty, 
send it to thelr factories under 
guard, manufacture it and account 
to the government for every ounce. 
The smugglers conceal it on ships 
and sneak it through customs bar- 
— into lands where it is forbid- 
en.
